CaMp MERRITT, SAN Fravciseo, Carn,,
July 16, 188, —T'o the Hevald: =My time
and talent are limited, hut I will try to
comply with the editor’s request for a
few itams of life st our camp. Sister
“Harbara" needn't fear that | am
branching out into the literary world
with a thought of antatripping her, nor
to erowd beront of the HErRALD eol-
umns. She seems to have given up
writing, and I am only writing in her
apace,

Our little eity of white tents, pitched
on the const of the Pacitie, s & place of
interest, bat it is difficult to. know just
what items to zelent, Tents of men
from the Sonth and North lie close to-
gether, But now they are as one bhody,
with one God, one flag, one chief, one
purpose, marching side by side under
the flag that knows no defeat,

We grow impatient to go into antive
service, where Tenunessee soldiers will
do honor to her country and etate. The
bullet-riddled fiag we have, a relic of
valorous deeds done more than a qusr-
ter of a century ago, brings tears to the
eyes of the old veterans, for it tells
many sad stories, and with no less conr-
age will the song of these veterans de-
fend their beautiful new banner with
its stars and stripes.

Our sight-geging is limited, vet we
have aseen some interesting things.
The Centennial’s “Chinese Village"
gave us 4 miniature idea of the “Chi-
natown" here. The *“licensed™ guiae
explained all we saw a5 we passed
throngh. We went into their city be-
neath the ground, with their streets hut
nbout two feet wide, the houses oatlin-
ing the street. We saw the men smoke
their oplum pipes and fall into that
idiotiec  degrading sleep. The houses
and streets were so filled with the
opium smoke that we were glad to get
into the fresh air again, and thanked
ulir stiars we were not Chineae.

Our drills employ most of our time
and are regular—the monotony of the
“lying down,” and “kuneeling’ being
frequently broken by the soldier find-
ing himself on » cactug or a anake, both
of which are found in abundanceon the
hills. Then comes & Comanchee yell!
We miss our petand muscot, “Rags,"”
the heantiful little dog we brought from
Tennessee, Nothing ecould keep him
from going out with the company to
drill, and he always marched at the
head of the line.

The cold, damp climsate serves the
Tennesses boys hadly, The Colonel of
the New York regiment that arrived a
few days ago and were encamped near
ns, telegraphed to Washington that he
wounld move his soldiers back to N. Y,
if they were not given a better place to
camp. They were at once movead to the
Presidio, Our Colonel should do as
mueh in our behalf, for our men are
contracting colds that are provipg seri-
ons. Several officers have put stoves in
their tenta,

Our mess tent has arrived, and we
conks take time about slesping there.
It Is an improvement on our own tenta
For a while there ware I2men in our ten
—ux12 ft.  Guns, hlankets, clothing, can-
teens, knap and haversacks, eto., had to
go in tvo, When & man wished to turn
aver at night, he would yell out “SNijuad
wake np—“Squad  Ready I"—"Squad
right (or left) turn!" and all would turn
over at once. There was no sueh thing
as sleeping on one's back, There s
more prose than poetry in such a life
as thia,

Our mess tent relieves uz of much in-
copvanience from the sand, which we
egou'dn’t even keep out of our food. Yet
that's all rizht, we gzuess, for I.hea’ SAY A
true soldier must have grit. ¢ are
mighty true, for sand hss entered the
pores of onr skin, we've breathed it,
and It serves as part thickening for our
soup. Wedre on cook doty now, You
should sce the ladies laugh as they pass
and see us cooking and washing
dishes, or doing our laundryv-work. A
wash-board is & terrible thing! They
ask for onr recipes, but they never
bring ns any dishes prepared after our
directions, I would be washing dishes
right this minute, had T not bribed a
fellow with a piece of tobacco to do it
for me. Tobacco and money will bring
you the most excellent sid in getting
aid. Wae still have about & earload of
Nashville crackers we have to draw on,
though thev are getting very stale,

We were given our rubber poucheas
vesterday., They can he used as cosls,
blankets can he rolled in them to keep
them dry on the mareh, and four of
them make u very nice tent. They be-
long to us, and can carry them home
with us.

The Government gives us gun, belt,
bavonet and seabard, canteen, knap
and haversacks, one hlanket, one snit
of blne, and one suit of hrown duck, one
hat,one pairof leggins, one pair sus-
penders, twn sults of underwear, one
onp, one pair of white duck trousers,
one pair of white gloves, three pairs of
sncks, two blue and two white shirts,
two enilars, shoes, knife, fork, spoon,
tin enp and tin plate. The “white"
garments and cap Are used only on
“dress parade.” Each man is held re-
spongible for what he has, sad if any-
thing is lost the price of i 18 taken out
of his wages on pay-day.

The boys look handsome in their
new uniforms=. The offizers have the
brown uniforms too, bat theirs have
more“trimming" on them than ours,
consequently lﬁcy present & hetter ap-
pearanoce,

The guard-hounse i the main place of
unishment, and ¢ & werer empty.
